URNITURE traders in Stour- 
bridge are indignant at the state- 
ment made by Councillor J. A. 
Gauden that more competition is badly 
needed in the town. 

A Manchester furniture firm has 
applied for the use of the Town Hall 
for a fortnight’s exhibition.

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Europe May Dump Its Surplus 
Tickings Here 


Danger of Unrestricted Imports 


ECALLING that a year ago he 
had stressed the extreme diffi- 
culties with which they were all con- 
fronted through embargoes abroad 
and a buying recession at home, Mr. 
F. Cockcroft, chairman, told 
members at the annual meeting of the 
Ticking Group of the Manchester 
Chamber of Commerce on Tuesday : 
“ Although we are by no means yet 
out of the wood it is true to say that 
matters have improved to some 
extent, mainly in the home trade. 
Most of the dead wood of the old 
high-priced contracts has been cut out 
though, unfortunately, often at the 
expense of the sellers. 

“T stressed last year the extent to 
which contracts had been broken 
unilaterally by some customers. We 
all hope that we shall not see an 
early repetition of the examples of 
abbreviated commercial morality 
which were to be observed in some 
quarters in 1951-52. 

“At home the most recent develop- 
ment has been the reintroduction of 
the Open General Licence whereby 
the Government completely relaxed 


the restrictions on imports from 
Western Europe. There has not yet 
been sufficient time to judge the con- 
sequences of this decision, but there 
are good grounds for concern. 

“Whilst appreciating that high 
Government policy is influenced by 
the desirability of greater freedom of 
trade for Europe, the balance of pay- 
ments problem and the economic and 
political difficulties facing some con- 
tinental countries, it is most unfor- 
tunate that there should be imposed 
on the British textile industry what 
seems likely to be a substantial part 
of the impact measures presumably 
decided upon as a gesture in the hope 
of promoting general international 
policies. 

“It is especially regrettable that 
such a step should be taken at a time 
when, after the sharp recession of 
1952, the cotton indusry is striving 
hard to stabilise itself, and when some 
small degree of confidence is slowly 
returning amongst traders, workers 
and customers. 

“The situation is still critical, and 
one cannot avoid apprehensions that

“Tf this occurs it will depress 
prices, undermine confidence and dis- 
courage investment in new plant to a 
grave degree.” 

Turning to the subject of stan- 
dards, Mr. Cockcroft observed: “ The 
main preoccupation of the Executive 
this year has been that of the pro- 
posed standards for civilian trade. 
There is no doubt that the expecta- 
tions of a year ago—that the aboli- 
tion of the Utility. textile scheme 
would be followed by the establish- 
ment of a fairly wide range of British 
standards — are much _ less 
strong. 

“This situation has come about 
despite the undoubted desire of the 
Board of Trade for action to be 
taken by the trade as a whole. 

“Producers have unpleasant 
memories of pre-war occurrences 
when enterprise was often exempli- 
fied by quality cutting until the stage 
was reached when good cloths were 
reduced in a relative sense to rags. 

“Weavers were faced with the task 
of making far too many small lots 
of varving cloths, often different in 
no substantial sense. A well-planned 
standards scheme can be of consider- 
able benefit since, by putting a floor 
on to qualities of differing tvpes it 
can create confidence for forward 
bulk production. 

“The Group’s scheme can, there- 
fore, stimulate the highly desirable 
provision of those long runs which 
are an essential to any efficient 
ductive outfit and the attainment of 
a competitive sales basis economic to 
buver and seller alike. 

“T do not accept many of the argu- 
ments i current against the 
provision British standards for 
textiles. lese arguments would 
have much greater force if it were 
intended to enforce the standards 
compulsorily, and if it were correct 
that the standards principle stifles 
progress and technical development as 
a matter of course. 

“So far as ticking proposals go, 
we have excluded any rigid specifica- 
tions as a long-term policy, and we 
can claim that there is nothing in 
them to retard development.”

Export Plan 


“Great Opportunities” for the Industry 


NXIOUS to open up new export 
markets for furniture, Mr. John 
Hall, M.P. for the Wycombe 
division, has discussed with Briga- 
dier Mackeson, Secretary for Over- 
seas Trade, the possibility (already 
reported in Furnishing IVorld) of 
British furniture firms supplying the 
furniture to go with pre-fabricated 
buildings required for the develop- 
ment of new townships overseas. 
With Mr. MacAlister Bexon, 
president of the B.F.M., he has also 
visited the B.I.F. to talk to manu- 
facturers of pre-fabs_ exhibiting 
there about the types of furniture 
likely to be needed. 
Mr. Hall and Mr. Bexon found the 
prefab manufacturers “receptive and 
prepared to co-operate.” They 


confirmed Mr. Hall’s impression 
that there are great opportunities 
for British furniture manufacturers 
to supply the furniture which will be 
required for the development of new 


townships in the Dominions and 
elsewhere. 
The idea is to offer trading 


corporations establishing estates for 
European and other employees com- 
pletely equipped units ready to walk 
into. 

Mr. Hall has put his suggestions 
before High Wycombe furniture 
manufacturers for their considera- 
tion and has pointed out that one 
foreign firm has already marketed 
a prefab building fully equipped 
with furniture. 


...and We Lead in Pre-fab Exports 


RITAIN has gone ahead of all 
other countries in the export of 
prefabricated houses. In 1952. she 
passed her continental competitors and 
is now the world’s leading exporter of 
these buildings. 
his was said by the Rt. Hon. 
David Eccles, M.P., Minister of 
Works, when he visited the prefabri- 
cated houses at the B.I.F. at Earls 
Court last Friday. 
Mr. Eccles gave these figures to 
show how our exports of pre-fabs 
have increased: 1949, £80,000; 1950, 


£23 m.; 1951, £54 m.; 1952, £7 m. The 
curve is still rising in 1953. 

(At the B.F.M. Convention lun- 
cheon Mr. MacAlister Bexon made 


special mention of the opportunity for 
furniture manufacturers im our grow- 
ing exports of prefabs.) 

“This exhibition of houses for 
export shows what Britain can do to 
meet the international demand for a 
good home, with a good kitchen and 
good plumbing, at a reasonable price 
and all ready for the family to step 
into a few months after the order is 
placed,” the Minister said 

“The furniture of high quality 
and the attractive decorations are 
part and parcel of the completed 
building and add very much to its 
appeal,” he added. 

“You will see if vou look around 
that we export many other buildings 
beside houses. Here are examples of 
schools and hospitals with complete 
equipment which are just what are 


needed in the thrusting growing terri- 
tories of Australia, Africa, Middle 
East and America. It looks to me as 
if this type of equipped building has 
a very great future in international 
trade. 

“ We say to the world and his wife: 
‘Tell us about the house of your 
dreams. Describe it to us from the 
children’s bedroom to the boiler-plant 
and the ash-can. We will make it for 
you here in a British factory. We 
will package it and ship it to you 
across the sea and help you to erect 
it on the site in two or three days 
from the time it arrives.’”

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Viewpoint 


T is high time that we aban- 
doned the word “ contem- 
porary ” and chose a much 

better name for the modern fur- 
niture of this mid-century period. 
The matter is far more important 
than may at first appear. 

There are several reasons 

against the name “contempor- 
ary.” It is a long and rather ugly 
word; many people probably do 
not realise its full meaning: it has 
certainly become linked in some 
minds with an arty-crafty type of 
design; it dates furniture at this 
particular time—but will have no 
meaning in the future. 
Perhaps this last is the 
strongest reason for a change of 
name. If THOMAS CHIPPENDALE 
had (quite legitimately) dubbed 
his furniture “ contemporary ” it 
would have had no significance 
at all to-day. The uninitiated 
would have asked: “ Contempor- 
ary with what? ” 


If our new-style furniture de- 
sign, which is certainly capturing 


the imagination of a growing pro- 
portion of the public, is to stand 
the test of time, and is to take its 
place among the period styles, 
then we must adopt a name that 
will date the period for all time. 
Mid-Century” has been 
suggested as an alternative. But 
future generations would ask: 
“Mid which century?” And 
Mid-20th Century” is rather 
unwieldy. We hope that no such 
ghastly hybrid as “ Neo-Eliza- 
bethan” will be considered. 
“Elizabeth IT” furniture would 
be inadmissible in Scotland. 
Apart from the fact that it, also, 
is a little unwieldy, one of the 
better suggestions might be “* 20th 
Century Elizabethan.” But we 
have a feeling that this could be 
improved upon. 
*&x*& We hope our readers may 
have some suggestions. If they 
have, we shall publish them in the 
hope of arriving at a generally 
acceptable name that could be 
handed down to posterity.

That Exhibition—Where 
D.LA. Stands 


The Editor,

Sir,—With reference to the various 
comments which have appeared in 
your columns on the subject of our 
Charing Cross Exhibition, may I offer 
you an explanation of where the 
D.1.A. stands? 

At our own expense, we staged an 
exhibition which has created an extra- 
ordinary amount of public interest and 
discussion on the state of the present- 
day retail furnishing trade. 

As one result, we have been asked 
by various retailers in the provinces 
if they can put on a similar exhibi- 
tion. If we were to refuse our co- 
operation there is nothing to stop any 
retailer putting on the same kind of 
exhibition without our supervisory 
control. It is impossible for anyone 
to patent an idea. 

On the other hand, we agree that 
neutral territory (such as the London 
Transport’s Charing Cross Exhibition 
site) is the ideal place for a contro- 


versial exhibition. But our difficulty 
is that we are a body without any 
funds other than the very modest sub- 
scriptions of our members, and staging 
an exhibition costs a great deal of 
money. Therefore, it would be absurd 
of us to refuse our co-operation to 
any retailer who is kind enough to 
agree to our design-control 
May I say that if any of the fur- 

nishing trade associations are able to 
stage similar exhibitions on neutral 
territory we would be delighted to co- 
operate, but our co-operation must of 
necessity be limited to advice and pro- 
fessional services.

“Away with the miserable drab- 
ness of last winter,” said the advertise- 
ment “copy.” ‘“ We are showing fur- 
nishings in summer colours at 
Catesbys. Our prettiest fabrics, our 
gayest carpets, our brightest  linos. 
We've chosen chairs and suites in 
light modern shades, and put them all 
out for you to see how cheerful, how 
colourful the new fabrics and furni- 
ture can be.” 


Sunshine Colours all the Year 


The colours selected to bring sun- 
shine into the house were bright 
yellow, grey and celadon green, and 
every detail of window and interior 
displays was planned to incorporate 
these and toning shades. 

Price tickets throughout used white 
on grey, with the first letter in bright 
gold, and every window had as a pro- 
minent feature bowls of vivid yellow 
calceolaria. 

Evergreen plants and shrubs added 
interest to interior displays, several 
trees being housed in yellow tubs 
banded with grey, and round central 


pillars were massed banks of flowers 
chiefly hydrangea and cineraria—in 
rich shades. 


“Summer-colour time’ was used 
as the display theme in the main 
front windows and in arcade and side 
windows. It ranged from displays of 
pottery and household linens to floor- 
coverings and complete room schemes. 
In each window the same gay colours 
were to be seen, and to emphasise the 
theme of freshness and originality a 
number of accessories, such as table 
lamps and pottery, were specially 
commissioned and introduced into the 
displays. 


One window showed rolls of plain 
linoleum—yellow, black and grey— 
arranged in pairs criss-cross fashion 
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A DULL SEASON 


on a metal frame. This was cleverly 
combined with a long drape, stretch- 
ing from one side of the window to 
the other, of a David Whitehead print 
combining the same colours with red. 

Black rubber mats in various sizes 
contrasted with the cream window- 
bed, and additional colour came from 
large bowls of flowers placed on twin 
light oak tables in opposite corners. 
In this window, as in several others, 
was an unusual lampstand—made 
from a carboy—with a vivid yellow 
coolie raffia shade. 


Bringing the Sun Indoors 


“Here is a light oak suite to 
brighten a sunless dining room,” said 
the advertisements, and this was the 
way Catesbys displayed it. Celadon 
green—the second colour chosen—was 
used for the upholstery of the dining 
chairs, and introduced in a settee and 
fireside chairs. It appeared again as 
the colour of a dinner service dis- 
played on the sideboard. The sides 
of the window were hung with cur- 
tain materials in plain yellow and 
toning prints, and an unusual acces- 
sory was a bright yellow adjustable 
metal lamp of modernist design. 

“Even if your lounge doesn't 
get the sun...” the advertisement 
“copy” ran, and Catesby’s remedy 
for a dark room was provided by a 
third window scheme built around a 
contemporary yellow tapestry three- 
piece suite teamed with light oak 
occasional tables. Grey and white for 


curtaining drapes flanking the furni- 
ture provided contrast, and so did the 
grey carpet and grey coffee sets which 
completed the display. 


Yellow tapestry-suite, sunshine yellow lampshade and a large bowl of 
calceolaria on the coffee table told the story of “ Summer-colour time” 


in this window.

How Catesbys Chased Away 


The

‘Summer-Colour Time”

For the bedroom scheme it was 
decided to show a medium oak suite. 
but this was given “ Summer-colour ” 
by curtains in soft yellows and 
greens, and by beige rugs. Here 
again a feature was made of unusual 
lampshades, and included in the dis- 
play were a_ yellow coolie-shaded 
standard lamp with raffia-bound stem, 
and a cane table lamp with a shallow 
vase set in the cane base, holding 
primroses. 

A large L-shaped arcade window 
lent itself most effectively to the 
“Summer-colour” carpet display. 
Those chosen were “ patterned plain” 
carpets, plain grounds with simple 
open patterns to add __ interest. 
Axminster and Wilton rugs and car- 
pets were chiefly in grey, saffron and 
lime green, displayed with plenty of 
room in between to give full emphasis 


to each design. Teamed with these 
were larger-patterned carpets laid on 
the bed of the window. 

Full use was made of interesting 
“ props ”’—bright flowers ever- 
greens and unusual lamps of raffia 
and cane—and the display was high- 
lighted by draping two long walls with 
a vivid print in yellow, grey and black. 

All windows of the store had been 
redecorated inside for the event, and 
new cream window-bed coverings pro- 
vided. 


Interior Displays 


The same attention to detail made 
the interior displays equally effective. 
The central hall was used to display 
dining room and lounge furniture 
similar to that featured in the win- 
dow, together with rugs and carpets, 
while the soft furnishings department 


The same colours were introduced in soft furnishing windows, and here is 
a clever way of displaying a vivid print in contrast with plain weaves 
and small-patterned fabrics. 


Another corner of the same window, 

combining curtaining drapes and 

occasional furniture. Grey and white 

were chosen for the fabrics, to con- 

trast with yellow chairs and light oak 
tables. 


carried displays of printed and woven 
fabrics in the “Summer-colour” 
shades, 

The adjoining china and_ glass 
department had given over its shelves 
to lines bringing summer colourings 
into the home. These included tiled 
trays carrying hand-painted floral 
designs; individual hand-painted 
trays signed by the artists; Rosamund 
Wine hand-made pottery in grey, 
green and yellow; and pottery flowers 
for table decoration hand-made at 
the Queen Elizabeth Training School 
for the Disabled, to designs by Tom 
Quex. 

Equally effective was the display in 
the linoleum department, where plain, 
tiled and patterned lino in the three 
chosen colours was shown together 
with toning shades. Here yellow tubs 
of evergreens, similar to those in the 
main hall, added a pleasing contrast. 

Two alcoves, one furnished as a 
kitchen and the other as a bathroom, 
repeated the tie-up. 
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Window Catches he

of Ideas Needed 
Among Retailers 


HE West Country as a major 
centre of the furnishing trade 
was envisaged by Mr. C, Jacks, chair- 
man, at a meeting of the Western 
Area Council of N.A.R.F. on April 
20, held at the Guildhall, Bristol. 

Commenting on points arising in a 
talk given to the meeting by Mr. 
Maurice Catesby, Mr. Jacks advocated 
greater unity and interchange of 
ideas between retailers themselves, and 
also between retailers and manufac- 
turers. By working together the trade 
would be strengthened and the stan- 
dard heivhtened 

He said a welcome move had heen 
made in this direction in a speech at 
the recent luncheon of the West of 
England and South Wales Furniture 
Manufacturers’ Association, Mr 
Jacks reminded the meeting that the 
speech by Mr. George Williams had 
made a plea for stronger ties between 
the two groups. 

Mr. LD). Woodward supported the 
chairman's remarks, saying that in his 
opinion there exists plenty of scope 
for closer co-operation. 


“Glass Pockets” 


The comments related to a state- 
ment made by Mr. Catesby, who was 
describing American Retail Techniques 
as applied to the furnishing trade. He 
had said there was a saying in the 
U.S. about having “glass pockets.” 
This meant the existence of a pre- 
paredness to show others what, and 
how, you do. Competition between 
shops was of less importance com- 
pared with competition between trades, 
in the American view. 

Their policy devolved on the close 
unity of members of the furniture 
trade designed to. strengthen its 
ability to pull public purchasing power 
away from other competitive trades 
such as television, and so on. 

He warned against persistent 
pressure for increased profit margins 
with little apparent effort being 
made to trim costs by improving 
efficiency.

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Easier Year for H.P. Finance 


But Unhappy Effect of Govt. Restrictions 


HE year 1952 was an important 
one since it saw the imposition 
of controls on a wide range of articles 
which had not been previously con- 
trolled (radio, TV and so on) and the 
virtual removal of control from all 
those items formerly covered by the 
Price Control Hire Purchase Orders 

-notably furniture. 

This is said in the annual report of 
the Hire Purchase Trade Association 
which will be presented to the annual 
meeting on May 14. 

The report goes on to say: 

In the early part of the year, it was 
made clear that the Government policy 
of restriction upon hire purchase 
generally was being still further 
strengthened, since increased restric- 
tions were placed on _ overdraft 
facilities by the banks. 

These restrictions were intended to 
achieve (and apparently did achieve) 
some reduction in outstanding 
balances. In the event, however, and 
towards the end of the year, finance 
actually became rather more easy to 
obtain. 

Several factors would appear to 
account for this. The principal of 
these was the reluctance to buy on the 


part of the public which made itself 
felt fairly early in the year. This, 
aided by the new Control Order, 
undoubtedly reduced the demand for 
finance, so that there was a tendency 
for more morey to be received by hire 
purchase traders (whether retailers or 
finance houses), i.e, from existing 
agreements, than was  tmmediately 
absorbed by new business. 

At the same time, there was a 
tendency to price reduction, so that a 
given number of transactions at the 
end of 1952 required less finance, 
often very much less finance, than was 
the case in late 1951 or early 1952. 

In general, it may be thought 
unfortunate that at a time when the 
association’s efforts to remove the 
heavy burden of Government restric- 
tion from one field of hire purchase 
trading were successful fresh restric- 
tions had to be imposed on a further 
range of articles. 

The association in no way supports 
either “no deposit” trading or inor- 
dinately long terms, but it is felt that 
the proper regulation of hire purchase 
trading should now be left to the 
individual rather than to the Govern- 
ment inspector, and the forms, pains 
and penalties that this involves 


Softwood Licensing Is To Continue 


HERE is no early prospect of the 
removal of the system of con- 
sumer licensing for softwood timber. 
Stating this in the House of Com- 
mons on Monday, Sir Arthur Salter, 
Minister of Materials, said that he 
could not take such action because 
practically all our softwood timber 
came from non-sterling areas.

At the A.M.U. Norwich Conference 


Big Progress in the New 
Leathercloths 


Their Qualities and Uses in Upholstery 


R lectures on subjects of 

topical trade interest were the 
main items at the annual conference 
of the Association of Master Uphol- 
sterers, which was held at the Royal 

Hotel, Norwich, on Sunday and 

Monday. Mr. J. C. Brown, presi- 

dent of the A.M.U., was in the 

chair, 

The first lecture in Monday morn- 
ing’s business session was given by 
Mr. W. Baker of the Leathercloth & 
Coated Fabrics Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Baker began his talk by say- 
ing that there were three types of 
leathercloth, distinguished by the type 
of coating applied to the base fabric. 
These were :— 

(1) Linseed Oil. 

(2) Nitrocellulose (NC). 

(3) Polyvinyl chloride (PVC). 

The base cloth was nearly always 
of cotton, but there was no funda- 
mental reason why rayon should not 
be used, perhaps in admixture with 
cotton. Wool was expensive and 
offered little or no advantage. 

Cloths of different weights were 
used according to the quality and the 
requirements of the end _ usage. 
Usually they were sheetings, ie. of 
plain weave, though drills were some- 
times used fer the heavier qualities. 

The cotton fabric came from the 
looms in lengths of approximately 
100 yards, and usually about 54 in. 
wide. In the so-called “grey” state 


it contained the size necessary for 


weaving and this must first be 
removed by scouring, i.e., boiling with 
soda ash, sometimes preceded by “ de- 
sizing.” 

As a rule the 
approximately to the shade of the 
coating. Originally, the main reason 
for this was doubtless to make less 
obvious any cracks in the coating when 
they appeared, which was regarded as 
inevitable. 

Nowadays, cracking was much less 
frequent, and with PVC leathercloth 
it was really a thing of the past. 
Dyeing served another purpose, 
however, in maintaining correctness 
of shade in some colours, particu- 
larly in the lightest qualities, where 
the pigments might not be com- 
pletely opaque. 

“Scouring and dyeing is done in 


fabric was dyed, 


‘jigs,’ or troughs, containing the 
scouring and dyeing liquors, through 
which the cloth is passed. For this 


purpose, as with the later operations 
of coating, etc., modern methods, in 
the interests of efficiency, involve the 
processing of long lengths, made by 
joining together a number of 100 yard 
lengths,” Mr, Baker went on. 
Linseed Oil Coating 
Linseed oil coated fabrics were 
made by spreading a number of coats 
—never less than about four—of a 
specially formulated paint based on 
linseed stand oil and varnishes. Each 
coat was dried off by hanging the 
coated fabric in festooning chambers 


for about 5-7 hours at a temperature 
of 150-160 foe F. 


The fully coated material was em- 


bossed by passing through cold 
engraved rollers, and when finished in 
antique effects, was scumbled and 
lacquered. 


Nitrocellulose Coating 

Industrial nitrocellulose was a 
material made by the action of acids 
containing nitric acid on cellulose, Its 
principal industrial uses were in the 
manufacture of celluloid finishes and 
coated fabrics; for these purposes the 
hasic raw material was wood cellulose. 
It had the property of being readily 
soluble in suitable organic solvents, 
giving a solution from which tough 
flexible films could be cast, it being 
necessary only to evaporate the sol- 
vent. The use of nitrocellulose there- 
fore speeded up manufacture by 
eliminating the stoving necessary for 
the older linseed oil coatings. 

Being a man-made product, nitro- 
cellulose could be “ tailored” to suit 
the end use, consequently different 
grades were made for these different 
uses. 

In films thick enough for fabric 
coating, nitrocellulose was rather hard 
and horny, so that a softening agent 
was necessary to make the coating 
flexible. Castor oil, first used very 
early on for this purpose, is still used 
in perhaps 99 per cent of NC-coated 
fabrics. Although the chemist had 
synthesised many plasticisers and on 
a quality basis had been able to im- 
prove on castor oil as a leathercloth 
softener, he still could not compete 
on an economic basis ! 

In the manufacture of NC leather- 
cloth the nitrocellulose and castor oil 
were dissolved in solvent in large 
agitators—as with paints, this was 
usually a mixture containing diluents. 
This produced a pale amber coloured 
viscous “dope” to which was added 
the pigment necessary for colour and 
opacity of the coating. 

As with paints, leathercloth could 
be made in any colour for which quite

a number of pigments were needed. 
These were dispersed separately by 
grinding with castor oil to a paste 
on a paint mill, and then blended to 
the required shade before mixing with 
the dope. 

The coating of the fabric was 
carried out on what were known as 
spreading machines. These consisted 
basically of (a) a spreading head, (b) 
a drying chest, (c) means for draw- 
ing the cloth through (a) and (b). 

At the spreading head the cloth was 
supported by endless rotating 
rubber belt or by tensioning between 
angle iron or roller supports, above 
which bore a doctor knife. The dope 
was fed continuously on to the cloth 
in front of the doctor knife. As the 
cloth passed under this, the surplus 
dope was removed, leaving only a thin 
film equivalent to less than one thou. 
when dry. The coated cloth was then 
drawn through the drying chest, where 
a blast of hot air evaporated and 
carried away the solvent vapour to the 
solvent recovery plant. Here the air 
was stripped of its solvent vapour by 
activated charcoal, from which it was 
recovered for re-use. 

Several applications of dope were 
needed to build up the nnal thickness 
required, and the cloth was therefore 
circulated through the machine in an 
endless band until the required thick- 
ness of coating, dependent on quality, 
was built up. It was usual to apply 
a coating of clear, unpigmented 
lacquer, at this stage, to make the 
colour of the coating resistant to 
rubbing. 

The coated fabric must now be em- 
bossed, either by passing under pres- 
sure through heated rollers engraved 
in the design required, or through a 
press with engraved platen. This, 
with fine grains and moroccos, gave 
the finished product. 

However, in the case of antique and 
“two coloured” effects, a further coat 
of more fluid coloured dope was 
applied, usually in a darker colour. 

This was done in such a way as to 
deposit mainly in the hollows of the 
grain, to stimulate the effect of soil- 
ing of antique leather. 


Polyvinyl Chloride Coating 
From time to time various plastics 


leathercloth coat- 
but it was only 


had been tried for 


ing, just before the 


war that polyvinyl chloride became 
available. This proved to be the first 
suitable plastic for the purpose, and 
so far it had not been bettered. 

No other material had the same 
combination of toughness, resistance 
to constant flexing, pliability over a 
wide range of temperatures, and 
stability under all climatic condi- 
tions. 

Whereas linseed oil was a natural 
product, and nitrocellulose derived 
from a natural product, polyvinyl 
chloride was a synthetic material in 
the true sense of the word, and 
derived from the raw materials coal, 
salt and air. Moreover, plasticisers 
used with it were also synthetic. 

The technique of PVC leathercloth 
manufacture followed that of NC 
leathercloth in broad outline, but there 
were important differences. 


Spreading Technique 

Firstly, PVC did not readily dis- 
solve in solvents and was not suitable 
for the preparation of dopes. Never- 
theless, a most interesting spreading 
technique had been developed. This 
was based on the fact that PVC 
resin, in the form of a fine powder 
specially prepared for the purpose, 
when mixed with plasticiser gave a 
paste which was quite stable at ordi- 
nary temperatures, but which con- 
gealed at higher temperatures. 

Such pastes were therefore pig- 
mented—the pigment being dispersed 
in plasticiser in place of castor or lin- 
seed oil—and spread on similar spread- 
ing machines to those used for linseed 
oil or nitrocellulose spreading. 

There was no solvent to be dried 
off, but heat was needed to congeal or 
“fuse” the coating. During this 
operation, resin and plasticiser dis- 
solved, one in the other, at a tempera- 
ture of upwards of 150 deg. C., to 
produce a homogeneous coating. 

PVC coatings were more thermo- 
plastic than NC and linseed oil, they 
softened more at high temperatures 
and in consequence the embossing 
technique was rather different, it being 
used to soften the coating with heat 
before embossing, which was with a 
cooled roller. 

Antiquing and two colouring again 
followed the same lines. However, in 
order to get the fluidity of dope neces- 
sary for this operation, solutions must 
be used and resins other than PVC 
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were commonly made use of because 
of the poor solubility of the latter 
resin. 

There was an alternative method of 
making PVC-coated fabric known as 
calendering. This was based on the 
thermoplastic property of the resin 
which enabled it to be worked at high 
temperatures. 

The same ingredients were used, 
namely, PVC resin, plasticiser and 
pigment, which were worked together 
in a high temperature mixer to give 
a homogeneous plastic mass which was 
fed to the calender. 

The calender consisted of four 
heavy heated rollers working together. 
The plastic was rolled out into a thin 
uniform sheet of controlled thickness 
as it passed in succession through the 
first two “nips,” i.e., between the first 
and second and then the second and 
third rolls, and finally at the third 
nip it was pressed against the fabric, 
and anchored to it. 

From this stage onwards, the pro- 
cess was identical with that in the 
spread material after fusing. 

Although the newer PVC leather- 
cloth had its advantages of greater 
toughness and flex resistance and 
better resistance to extremes of tem- 
perature than the older linseed oil and 
NC types, coupled with greater fire 
resistance, it had its limitations at 
present. Moreover, the older types 
would not be quickly replaced in uses 
where they had a long record of ex- 
cellent service. 

Current factors tending to limit the 
use of PVC leathercloth were its 
higher price and the drier finish (more 
drag-free) of the NC product. These 
would tend to disappear as the manu- 
facturers gained in experience. 


Design and Development 


At one time it could be said that 
leathercloth did nothing more than 
imitate genuine leather. There was 
certainly a good deal of truth in this, 
though it must be conceded that the 
imitation was so close that by inspec- 
tion of the surface only the expert 
could tell the difference. 

Many attempts had been made to 
avoid this charge by producing 
material with a natural surface, or 
embossed in fabric or other non- 
leatherlike effects. 

Until quite recently, however, the 
conservatism of the public, and of the 
manufacturers and the buyers, had 
made progress in this direction rather 
difficult, although the new effects 
matched well with contemporary fur- 
niture. 

At the present time, however, both 
manufacturer and public were becom- 
ing design-conscious. By printing and 
other new methods, many new effects 
and designs have been produced which

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Making—and Judging—Good 
Upholstery Springs 


ONDAY morning’s __ business 

session concluded with a talk 

by Mr. P. G. Griffiths of the Britannia 

Wire Works, Ltd, who spoke on 
Springs.” 

Mr, Griffiths dealt first of all with 
the raw material. There were two 
main qualities of wire—carbon wire 
and chilled wire. After the rods were 
purchased they were put out in the 
open and weathered for several weeks 
to get a coating of rust. The rods 
were then cleaned in sulphuric acid 
and dried, and, if necessary, coppered. 

The rods were then sent to the 
drawing plant and were drawn 
through dies to various gauges. These 
dies were made of the toughest metal 
in the world, tungsten carbide. 

The wire was then taken into the 
spring department. Carbon wire had 
to be patented and softened before 
being made into springs and then 
normalised. Chilled wire had a low 
carbon content and did not need 
patenting and normalising. 

The wire was usually split into one 
hundredweight coils and put through 
a spring machine. The wire was 
forced through a series of wheels set 
to a given diameter. 

After being coiled the wire was 
then knotted. The essence of a 
good spring was that the top and 
bottom knots should be opposite 
each other. 

The springs are then set, they are 
inclined to lean when they come off 
the spring machine so they are put 
through another machine to straighten 
them, 

In the case of individual springing, 
these are hand-straightened 
absolutely sure of a perfect spring. 
If the spring is made of carbon wire 
it can now be normalised. 

Mr. Griffiths went on to say that 
there were some very expensive 
American machines which did all the 
processes of spring making at once. 
He did not like them because if they 
broke down, the whole flow of produc- 
tion was stopped. 

Mr. Griffiths then showed the con- 
ference various types of springs and 
spring units. Among them was a 
fully-sprung meshed-top job which 
was the best type obtainable. The 
springs were not knotted but wound 
into the mesh and turned in. He also 
showed a unit for a loose cushion, a 
clip-top unit, a hessian pocketed unit 
for loose cushions and a double-sprung 
seat. 

These were all made up by hand 
from jigs. With regard to finishes, 
the main one was black japan. Non- 


carbon wire was usually finished in 
copper or it could be galvanised, 
bonderised or parkerised, which were 
all similar processes. 

The japan finish was ideal, but it 
had a slight tendency to creak when 
first put into a unit. 

Mr. Griffiths stressed the importance

of the customer letting the 
manufacturer know the exact 
which springs were to be put. 


There was, he said, a slight ten- 
dency to-day to debase quality by 
giving an inferior article at the same 
price. The majority of spring manu- 
facturers resisted demands for inferior 
quality goods, 

Mr. Griffiths did not care for zig- 
zag springing. It might be all right 
for dining chairs on arms and backs. 
If it was used over a wide surface it 
tended to bow. 


How Right Incentives Can Raise 


Production 


= afternoon session opened with 
a talk on “ Incentives” by Miss 
E. C. Livingstone of the National 
Institute of Industrial Psychology. 

Miss Livingstone began by saying 

at 

The problem of incentives was one 
of the most important which faced 
the country at the present time. If 
industry was to prosper, the people 
engaged in it must be prepared to work 
hard, and the traditional methods of 
inducing them to do so were by no 
means always wholly satisfactory. 

The people who took the line that 
“all that matters is the pay packet,” 
for instance, were over-simplifying the 
question a good deal. Everybody liked 
money, but once their immediate needs 
were satisfied their dislike of effort 
or their desire for leisure might have 
a stronger appeal. 

The financial incentive was there- 
fore usually effective only up to a 
certain point, beyond which it began 
to give diminishing returns. 

Most workers on piecework, or on 


an incentive bonus system, worked for 
what they mentally decided was a 
reasonable wage, and beyond that 
point they were seldom disposed to 
exert themselves. If further effort 
was required of them, then other 
measures must be tried. 

In general, people worked hard at 
things which afforded them satisfac- 
tion, and adopted a lackadaisical atti- 
tude towards those which did not, 

It was therefore useful to consider 
the possible sources of satisfaction 
which work can offer. 

Firstly, there was the intrinsic in- 
terest of the job which could call 
forth the pride of the craftsman in 
exercising his skill. Unfortunately in 
modern industry there were many jobs 
in which the opportunity for craft- 
manship was practically non-existent, 
so that this source of satisfaction was 
available only to the minority. 

Secondly, there was the satisfaction 
of belonging to a congenial working 
group. The need for companionship 
was deeply rooted in human nature, 
and there were many people who had

offered a challenge to the user to 
break away from the old tradition that 
leathercloth must look like leather. 
The basic processes in making 
leathercloth could be applied equally 
to light and heavy qualities. Basecloths 
varied from about 2 oz. to 12 oz. per 
square yard, and coatings from 2 oz. 
to 30 oz. or so. The basecloth deter- 
mined strength, and being less dense 
than the coating, had a disproportionate 
influence on bulk. In any product, the 
minimum coating was determined by 
the amount required to cover the 
cloth, i.e, to cover the weave; with 
NC fabrics, coating and fabric weights 
were of the same order, while par- 
ticularly with PVC, coatings were 
usually heavier. This was partly 


because PVC, being tougher and more 
resistant to cracking, could probably 
be clairned to give satisfactory service 
with a lighter basecloth. Very heavy 
coatings were undesirable in NC 
because of greater danger of crack- 
ing. They were satisfactory in PVC, 
however, and gave added bulk which 
might sometimes be desirable on fluted 
upholstery for instance. 

With PVC, in contrast to NC and 
iinseed oil, it was possible to dispense 
with base fabrics altogether. The 
result was what is known as unsup- 
ported sheet. Experience, particularly 


in U.S.A., had shown this to be un- 
suitable for general upholstery, where 
coverings were exposed to any strain, 
because of tearing at the seams. How- 
ever, on uses such as on dining chairs 
it could prove quite satisfactory.

By Quercus 
Stock Position 


HE demand for hardwood from 
the furniture industry has not 
been so active during the past week 
or so and this is causing importers 
to take a quick review of the stock 
position in relation to the forward 
market. The hardwood trade’s buy- 
ing policy can be said to be closely 
related to the trends of consumer 
demand at the present time and it is 
for this reason that forward pur- 
chasing is, rather intermittent. On the 
other hand, there are reports that some 
of the larger furniture manufacturers 
have contracted for certain items until 
the end of the year. If this should be 
the case it is apparent that importers 
will have to do a certain amount of 
restocking within the next month or 
so. 


* * 

With the ban on the import of non- 
sterling hardwoods still in full swing, 
shippers’ prices in the sterling coun- 
tries continue very firm. This applies 
particularly to Japan, which may be 


one of the reasons why importers 
have, in many cases, still not placed 
contracts for Japanese hardwoods 


although they have had import licences 
entitling them to do so. Although Jap 
prices remain firm, however, the mar- 
ket is described as patchy inasmuch 
that some shippers seem inclined to 
accept more economic prices provided 
the contracts do not interfere too much 
with their more profitable production 
schedules.

have dropped whilst the prices for 
other species, including mahogany, 
remain very firm. This state of 


affairs, it is thought, is likely to con- 
tinue until more favourable news is 
received about the import ban. There 
is little doubt that a favourable 
decision on this matter could change 
the market overnight. 


In the plywood trade, the absence 
of releases from National stock is said 
to be causing a shortage of many 
popular lines, particularly in regard to 
Russian and Finnish birch. Some 
private shipments of Russian birch 
have arrived in some areas but these 
will not cover all outstanding require- 
ments. Reports are circulating in the 
trade that there may, in the autumn, 


be an increase in price of some species 
of Nigerian plywood. 
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How Latex Foam Helps Upholsterers 


HE use of latex foam in uphol- 
stery was the subject of the final 
lecture at the A.M.U. Convention. It 
was given by Mr. Dennis Young, the 
well-known furniture designer, who 
is consultant to the British Rubber 
Development Board. 

Mr. Young said that latex foam 
would give the answer to every type 
of upholstery problem. What many 
people tended to forget was that com- 
fort did not come from the material 
used to give a chair softness ; it came 
from the basic shape of the chair— 
the bones of the chair. If these were 
not fight, the chair would not be 
comfortable, no matter how much 
upholstery was put in it. 

Latex foam came on the market only 
about 22 years ago and had been used 
to an increasing extent ever since. 

Mr. Young showed samples of latex 
foam on a plywood base. If it was 
used on an impervious surface, ven- 
tilation holes should be put in the 
bottom. It could be used on either a 
plywood or a webbing base. If web- 
bing was used it could either be 
stretched taut or left slightly slack. 
This gave very good support. 

Latex foam could also be used as a 
loose cushion on a tension sprung base, 
but Mr. Young said he did not think 
that tension springs were the ideal 
base for latex foam. 

Some of the spider web springs gave 
a good distribution of weight over as 
large an area as possible. which was 
the greatest factor in comfort in 
chairs, They were extremely satis- 
factory with latex foam cushions, 

Mr. Young said that he had been 
experimenting with rubber cord 
instead of tension springs. By using 
it on the spider web principle it gave 
good results. There was also a rub- 
ber webbing, made in Italy, which was 
very successful when used in conjunc- 
tion with latex foam. 


A question which was often asked 
was, does latex foam get damp and 
hot when you sit on it? 

“TI have used latex foam for a 
number of years and have never 
found it damp or hot to sit on,” Mr. 
Young said. “It is completely 
porous.” 

The foam was made from liquid 
latex. It was the amount of whisk- 
ing which decided the softness or hard- 
ness of the foam. 

“Tf you want the best material, let 
the manufacturer know what you want 
to use it for,’ Mr. Young went on. 
“You can have it made to any hard- 
or softness for any particular 
job. 

The ways of buying latex foam 
were to buy the sheet and cut and 
shape it, this was best for individual 
jobs; it could be bought in cavity or 
plain sheets of 6 ft. x 4 ft.; it could 
also be obtained in standard mould- 
ings for chair backs and arms, all 
manufacturers made standard moulds. 
Special mouldings were _ only 
economical in runs of 1,000 or more. 

Large firms using mass production 
methods with latex foam upholstery 
found they got a satisfactory degree 
of softness or hardness which was 
difficult to get by other means. 

One thing that affected latex foam 
was strong light. Oxidisation took 
place and although it went in only 
about 1/32nd of an inch, it spoiled 
the surface and was the beginning of 
a breakdown. 

When a covering was a thin or 
open weave material, calico should 
be used beneath it to protect the 
foam from light. 

Mr. Young then showed how to cut 
and shape latex foam. He explained 
that kitchen scissors with serrated 
blades were best, but the foam could 
also be cut with a bandsaw.

few friends apart 
whom they worked. Recent studies of 
the attitudes of women operatives 
showed that the thought of the social 
contact it offered sent many of them 
willingly to work, and acted as an 
effective deterrent to absenteeism. 

Thirdly, there was the satisfac- 
tion of working for a good boss. 
Loyalty to a respected manager or 
supervisor would call forth a steadi- 
ness of effort and decrease in un- 
necessary absenteeism and lateness 
which it was often difficult to 
achieve by other means. 

Fourthly, there was the satisfaction 
of obtaining recognition for good 
work. The need for approval was 


from those with 


also deeply ingrained in human nature, 
and praise when work was good could 
be a greater incentive to further effort 
than censure when it was poor. To 
be effective, however, praise must come 
from someone who was respected, and 
its incentive value therefore depended 
on the leadership qualities of those 
who employed it. 

“Finally, to know how one’s get- 
ting on, to know how one’s doing, is 
with most people an incentive to better 
effort,” Miss Livingstone said. “ For 


this reason the setting up of produc- 
tion charts showing how the daily out- 
put of workers compares with the 
targets set for them has quite often 
increasing output.”
